of the game, and to the innumerable chan-
ces which It afforded to the *‘sucker”™ to
make large winnings. They were pre-
ventsd, bowever, from expatiating upon

| q le=d “*An act to prohiit
certain gambling gamnes,” and fixing pen-
alties (or violation thereof; ana this law
provides in effect that no licenses shall
issued for new games, except those which
are called and known as faro bank and
round the table poker, or the selling of
options, 'aris mutuals and pools at races.

F'he supreme court of the territory of
Montana, in the case of Kennon vs. King,
2 Mont. 437, has decided that it is & ques-
tion for the court, and not for the jury, to
decide whether a game of cards, usually

. poker, is a game of chapce, and
within the statute requiring keepers of
houses where games of chance are played
for money to pay license ther«for.

I s of the opinion, therefore, that the
enurt, without hearing testimony, can de
cide whether or not the game of Russian
taro, which is described in the complaint,
s one for which & license can be issued by
the county treasurer, under the laws which
| have just referred to. And in my opin
ion it is not such & game as can be licensed
by the laws of this territory; and the
eounty treasurer would be violating the
statute if he were to issue a license to any
person to play this game, and Iwuulll ren-
jer himsaIif liable to the penalties which
are therein preseribed. For these reasons
the demurrer to the complaint will be sus
tained.
